Located in central Montana, Fergus County is Montana's 15th most populous with 11,539 
residents, according to the 2004 Census Bureau estimates. Lewistown, the county seat, is the 
state's 14th largest city with a population of 5,923, according to the 2003 Census Bureau 
estimates. 

Agriculture is important to the area's economy. Fergus County is eighth in Montana for the 
largest number of farms and ranches: 830 (see inside table). The county is third in the state for 
number of beef cattle farms and ranches. The cattle industry is the number one agricultural 
industry in Montana in terms of sales and revenues, according to the 2002 Census of Agriculture. 
In addition, Fergus County is ranked ninth out of 3,059 counties in the U.S. for acres of land 
used for hay, haylage, grass silage, and greenchop, and is number one in Montana for number of 
acres used for these commodities.
